REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES 

During  the  year,  167  books  have  been  added  to  the 
library,  classified  as  follows:  Fine  Arts,  13 ;  Biography, 
5 ;  Drama  and  Poetry,  4 ;  Fiction,  48 ;  Juvenile  Fiction. 
11;  History,  13;  Miscellaneous,  8;  Periodicals,  1;  Refer- 
ence, 38 ;  Science,  14 ;  Useful  Arts,  2 ;  Voyages  and 
Travels,  9 ;  Theology,  1.  Total,  167.  Most  of  these  books, 
and  also  many  magazines,  were  given  by  Dr.  Alfred  K. 
Hills. 

Other  donors  are :  Mrs.  Mary  F.  Creutzborg,  Mrs. 
Anabel  Andrews,  Miss  Helen  H.  Norwell,  Mrs.  A.  F. 
Sinclair,  Miss  Mittie  H.  Baker,  Miss  Anna  Honeywell, 
Mrs.  E.  A.  Rolland,  Kimball  Webster,  Dr.  Moses  Greeley 
Parker  and  John  E.  Baker.  The  Telegraph  Publishing 
Company  has  regularly  furnished  the  daily  edition  of 
their  paper. 

The  woodwork  of  the  exterior  of  the  building  has 
received  a  coat  of  varnish  and  it  is  our  plan  to  put  on 
another  coat  in  the  spring. 


In  March,  1893,  the  town  of  Hudson  voted  to  estab- 
lish a  free  public  library  and  the  selectmen  appointed, 
as  a  member  of  the  board  of  library  trustees,  Kimball 
Webster.  From  that  time  on,  whenever  his  term  of 
office  expired,  he  was  imanimously  reelected.  In  1912, 
Mr.  Webster,  on  account  of  his  advancing  years,  declined 
a  reelection  as  an  active  member  of  the  board,  but  the 
town  voted  ''That  Kimball  Webster  is  hereby  elected 
an  honorary  associate  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Hills  Memorial  Library  for  life." 
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And  so  long  as  his  life  was  spared  Mr.  Webster  con- 
tinued to  give  to  the  library  not  only  books  and  maga- 
zines but  the  benefit  of  his  wise  counsel. 

As  a  member  for  many  years  of  the  board  of  educa- 
tion Mr.  Webster  did  a  work  of  incalculable  value.  As 
historian  of  the  town  he  brought  together  with  pains- 
taking accui'aey,  incredible  patience  and  unflagging  zeal, 
the  facts,  traditions  and  anecdotes  which  make  his  his- 
tory of  Hudson  what  it  is — a  wonderful  book. 

But  perhaps  his  greatest  service  to  his  townspeople 
was  in  his  many  years  of  quiet,  modest,  but  unceasing 
and  effective  effort  in  upbuilding  the  free  public  library 
of  the  town.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  School  District: 

A  number  of  matters  should  be  considered  and  acted 
upon  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district,  many  which 
are  touched  upon  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent. 
First  in  importance,  perhaps,  is  the  relation  of  our 
school  system  to  the  newly  established  ''Junior  High 
School'*  of  Nashua.  Concerning  this  many  things  of 
interest  might  be  written  and  certainly  should  be 
thoroughly  discussed  at  the  coming  meeting. 

We  hope  to  present  to  you  an  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  installing  a  steam  heating  plant  at  the  "Webster 
School. 

Whether  the  work  should  be  done  this  year,  or  post- 
poned on  account  of  the  present  high  price  of  material 
is  for  you  to  determine. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  none  of  our  outlying  schools 
come  up  to  the  requirements  set  forth  in  a  recent  circu- 
lar of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  We  recom- 
mend an  appropriation  sufficiently  large  to  enable  your 
school  board  to  make  the  improvements  suggested  in 
this  circular.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hudson : 

1  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  it 
being  the  13th  since  the  introduction  of  supervision. 

A  review  of  the  Avork  of  the  past  year  should  give 
satisfaction  to  those  interested  in  the  schools  of  the 
town.    The  severity  of  the  storms  of  last  winter  caused 
a  decrease  of  one  per  cent  in  the  attendance,  but  the 
number  of  tardy  marks  was  only  one  to  the  pupil,  much 
lower  than  the  state  average.    The  work  of  the  Truant 
Officer  has  been  well  done  and  1  am  pleased  to  say 
that  his  chief  duty  has  been  the  taking  of  the  enumera- 
tion.   Firmness  on  his  part  in  the  few  cases  where  he 
has  been  called  has  eliminated  the  necessity  of  his  call- 
ing again." 

The  roll  of  perfect  attendance  and  other  statistical 
tables  are  a  part  of  this  report  and  deserve  your  care- 
ful reading. 

We  have  been  free  from  much  sickness,  a  threatened 
epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  resulting  in  only  three  cases, 
although  unfortunately  one  of  these  Nvas  a  teticher, 
necessitating  the  employment  of  a  substitute  for  several 
weeks.    Mrs.  Gotz  ably  filled  the  positioii. 

Our  teaching  force  this  year  changed  less  than  usual, 
only  one  teacher  resigning  to  accept  a  better  position. 
In  teaching  as  elsewhere  we  seldom  get  more  than  we 
pay  for,  but  in  the  case  of  our  teaching  force  we  certainly 
get  more  than  our  money's  worth.  I  reiterate  the  state- 
tjient  made  in  last  year's  report  that  our  teachers  are 
receiving  less  than  the  state  avei-age  for  the  same  class 
of  teaching,  and  this  in  the  face  of  a  rapid  advance  in 
their  expenses.  Only  one  increase  in  teachers  salai-ies 
has  Ix'on  granted  this  yoai*. 
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There  is  a  certain  amount  of  information  which 
should  be  acquired  by  every  boy  and  girl  before  leaving 
the  elementary  school,  and  which  should  be  as  familiar 
to  them  as  the  names  of  the  days  of  the  week.  There 
may  be  disagreement  as  to  what  constitutes  the  ^'mini- 
mum essentials"  but  essentials  there  must  be.  We  have 
tried  to  make  a  careful  study  of  these  essentials  in  the 
''Three  R's"  and  to  improve  the  method  of  instruction 
therein.  We  have  also  tried  to  Imeasare,  somewhat 
scientifically,  the  results,  and  believe  that  we  can  deter- 
mine improvement  Avithout  resorting  to  ''guess  work." 

The  difficulty  in  securing  a  music  teacher  who  can 
show  adequate  results  has  caused  us  to  try  the  teaching 
of  this  subject  this  year  by  the  regular  teachers,  using 
the  outline  of  the  State  Program  of  Studies.  In  this 
as  in  other  subjects,  hope  to  get  good  results. 

Twenty  pupils  graduated  from  our  schools  last  June, 
10  from  the  Webster  School,  7  from  the  Center  School, 
2  from  Number  Seven  and  1  from  Number  Nine.  Seven- 
teen or  85  per  cent  entered  secondary  schools.  Our 
secondary  pupils  are  now  enrolled  as  follows :  Nashua 
High  School,  39 ;  Pinkerton  Academy,  1 ;  Kimball  Union 
Academy,  1 ;  Lowell  High  School,  1. 

The  extension  of  the  school  year  causes  an  increase 
in  the  amount  of  money  received  from  the  state  and 
enables  us  to  more  nearly  meet  the  requirements. 

In  my  last  report  I  called  attention  to  the  need  of 
new  heating  arrangements  at  the  Center  School  and 
quoted  at  length  from  State  Superintendent  Morrison, 
on  the  evils  of  the  un jacketed  stove.  The  heating  plant 
at  the  Webster  School  is  in  need  of  extensive  repairs, 
but  in  my  opinion  no  money  should  be  spent  in  over- 
hauling, but  the  two  hot  air  furnaces  should  be  replaced 
by  one  steam  boiler.  There  is  imperative  need  of  im- 
provement. 
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I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  law  passed  by  the  last 
legislature  whereby  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  school 
houses  may  be  investigated  by  the  State  Board  of  Health 
upon  complaint  from  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Instruction,  or  upon  the  complaint  of  a  citizen,  and  if 
the  investigation  shows  the  need  of  improvements  the 
School  Board  are  compelled  to  make  them.  The  expense 
must  be  borne  by  the  district  with  money  from  outside 
the  general  fund.  The  school  district  should  take 
measures  to  see  that  the  toilets  of  our  schools  are  in  a 
condition  to  render  complaint  unnecessary.  One  or  two 
hundred  dollar  would  make  conveniences  at  our  one 
room  schools  equal  to  those  of  the  village  schools. 

As  is  probably  well  known,  Nashua  has  reorganized 
its  scliools,  establishing  a  so-called  Junior  High  School. 
The  detailed  program  of  this  school  has  not  yet  come 
from  the  press  and  \  am  unable  to  quote  from  it.  Such 
a  school,  however,  teaches  French  and  Latin  by  the  di- 
rect or  conversational  method,  Domestic  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences, and  aims  to  make  a  better  connection  between 
the  elementary  and  secondary  school.  The  abrupt 
change  from  the  methods  of  teaching  and  the  character 
of  the  studies  in  the  elementary  schools  to  those  of  the 
high  school  often  proves  confusinpf  and  disastrous,  caus- 
ing the  dropping  out  of  pupils  unnecessarily.  This  is 
especially  true  witli  the  country  child  and  the  city  high 
school.  The  reor^^anization  in  the  city  will  make  neces- 
sary some  changes  in  our  courses  if  our  graduates  are 
to  enter  the  regular  high  school  on  any  Avhere  near  a 
par  with  the  graduates  of  the  junior  high  school.  Just 
what  changes  will  be  made  cannot  be  stated  until  the 
work  of  this  school  is  definitely  outlined.  It  is  hoped 
that  we  may  meet  the  requirements  of  some  of  the 
courses,  and  perhaps  all  the  requirements  of  the  first 
year  of  the  junior  high  school.     The  introduction  of 
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manual  training  cooking  and  sewing  is  expensive  but 
necessary  if  we  are  to  meet  the  full  requirements.  At 
present  we  have  not  the  facilities.  (Please  note  that 
the  primary  room  at  the  Webster  School  had  an  enroll- 
ment of  54  pupils  and  an  average  attendance  of  49  for 
this  fall  term.)  Hudson  is  steadily  growing  and  must 
face  increased  facilities  very  soon. 

Our  pupils  may  now  enter  the  junior  high  school  at 
the  end  of  the  seventh  grade,  the  condition  of  entrance 
being  the  certificate  of  the  superintendent.  Unless  the 
Nashua  school  receives  the  approval  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Instruction  the  district  cannot  as- 
sume the  liability  of  tuition  and  all  the  expense  must  be 
borne  by  the  individuals.  The  Nashua  authorities  have 
not  yet  determined  the  tuition  cost. 

I  have  noted  with  pleasure  the  increased  interest  in 
che  schools  as  is  evidenced  by  the  visits  of  citizens. 
Both  teachers  and  superintendent  -welcome  your  presence 
and  ask  your  cordial  support  and  cooperation.  Your 
school  board  continues  its  interest  and  tries  to  make 
every  dollar  expended  produce  an  adequate  return.  My 
thanks  are  due  them  and  are  here  publicly  expressed.
